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State of New Hampshire 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Randolph in the County 
[L. S.] of Coos in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Randolph on Tuesday, the 14th day of March, next at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year including one selectman for three years, two auditors, one 
road agent, one library trustee for three years, one trust fund 
trustee by ballot for three years. 

2. To raise $1,000.00 to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriation for the same. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
repair town highways and bridges, that is, $200.00 for highways, 
$1,000.00 for snow removal, and make appropriation for the same. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise such sums of money 
as the State suggests to build Class V roads. State to pay $46.36 
and the town, $11.59 and make appropriations for the same. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to raise $1,325.00 for street 
lights, and make appropriation for the same. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to raise $300.00 for the care 
of cemetery and resetting memorial tablets, and make appropria- 
tion for the same. 

7. To see if the town will vote to raise $200.00 for the 
support of town library and make appropriation for the same. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise $250.00 for police 
patrol, to protect our property against theft, for the ensuing 
year, and make appropriation for the same. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise $5,000.00 to assist 
town poor and make appropriation for the same. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise $300.00 for repairs 
and expenses of the Town Hall, and make appropriation for the 
same. 

11. To raise $4,028.72 to pay County tax and make appropria- 
tion for the same. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of money not 
to exceed $100.00 to advertise the scenic beauty and accessibility 
of the Presidential Highway, which includes $82.98 for the White 
Mountain Region Association. 
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13. To see if the town will vote to appropriate $50.00 to 
repair and maintain the Camp on Mt. Adams known as Gray 
Knob Cabin, under supervision of the U.S. Forest Service. 


14. To see if the town will vote to share the expense of a 
caretaker for Gray Knob, with the R. M. C. at Crag Camp, and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $100.00 for the purpose. 

15. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money 
not to exceed $50.00 for a suitable place for dumping garbage. 

16. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money 
not to exceed $700.00 for removal of garbage twice a month 
during the winter, and three times a week during the summer. 


17. To see what action the town will take to meet payment 
of a note of $4,000.00 due the City National Bank, Berlin, N. H., 
on or before October 25, 1950. 

18. To raise $6,000.00 for School purposes and make appro- 
priation for the same. 

19. To see if the Town will vote to allow 2% discount on 
taxes paid before August 1, and 1% on taxes paid before Oct. 1. 


20. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to offer a reward not to exceed $500.00 to be paid to any person 
or persons who may give evidence leading to the arrest and con- 
viction of any person or persons breaking and entering into 
unoccupied buildings in Randolph. 


21. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to issue necessary temporary notes in anticipation of 1950 taxes. 

22. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to use unexpended appropriations at their discretion. 

23. To vote that the Town of Randolph raise a sum of 
money, not to exceed $200.00 for a small program of regional 
advertising, providing that a similar sum or larger is raised by 
‘all places in Randolph which cater to tourist trade, such as: Mt. 
Crescent House, Carlton Brook Inn, The Ravine House, Lowe’s 
Cabins, Mt. Adams Cottages, Grand View Tourist Court, etc. 
and make appropriation for the same ($200.00). 

Such money to be expended in newspaper advertising, pro- 
moting Randolph as a summer resort area. Such money to be 
expended under the direction of a committee, appointed by the 
Selectmen, working under the supervision of the Selectmen. 


24. To vote to engage, by the Town of Randolph, a Life 
Guard for the Ravine House swimming pool, at a sum not to 
exceed $300.00 and appropriate money for the same. For services 
to be rendered during the period of late June until Labor Day, 
this provided that arrangements can be made with the Mt. Cres- 
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cent House and the Ravine House for free board and room for 
this employee, such to be provided by the two Hotels. 

A committee for this purpose to be appointed by the Select- 
men and under the supervision of the selectmen. 

This measure is taken to offer more adequate protection to 
the children of the residents of Randolph, the cottage people 
and the summer visitors. 

25. To vote that the following resolutions be adopted by the 
residents of Randolph, New Hampshire. 

Be it resolved that the residents of Randolph, New Hamp- 
shire, in the Town Meeting, this 14th day of March, 1950, do 
request the Highway Department of the State of New Hampshire 
to bring about early action regarding the proposed road change 
on U. S. Highway, Route -2. 

Thus to eliminate ‘obvious driving hazards, etc. 

Copies of this resolution to be sent to: 

Highway Commission, Gdévernor of New Hampshire, and State 
Senator, by the Town Clerk. 

26. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this Meeting.

Report of Selectmen 


To the citizens of Randolph: 


The mountain view from the Randolph Town Hall seems a 
fitting picture for the cover of this year’s Town Reports. It is 
a typical late winter scene and reminds us of Town Meeting time. 


Two other pictures will be found in the pages of these reports. 
First is the winter road scene, showing one of the state plows in 
action keeping our winter roads open. Randolph owns no snow 
removal equipment of its own, but hires such machines as this to 
take care of town roads. During thé past two winters scenes like 
this one have been most unusual with the very mild winters we 
have experienced, but this equipment is ready and waiting when 
needed. 


The third photograph shows our school bus at Scates Corner 
picking up some of the forty students carried each school day to 
Gorham. The bus purchased last year has proved most adequate 
for this year’s needs. 


The past year has seen a continued effort at improving Town 
property. 

Work at the cemetery was continued with two of the older 
monuments, those of Captain Mann and Reverend Evans, being 
repaired and cleaned. Several loads of loam were hauled in for 
filling and grading, and the entrance gate received much needed 
repairs. 


Last year we reported repairs on the Town Hall and said we 
hoped it would be painted outside before another year. This has 
been accomplished. The town library has also been painted out- 
side and we feel that our town buildings are now quite presentable. 


The former home of Dr. and Mrs. Cushman, Fayfount, was 
purchased by Mr. Dana Stanley. This home, for many years 
occupied only during the summer months, has been occupied 
through the winter. 


Four new homes have been built in town during the past year. 
Mr. Clifton Edgerly, a summer resident of Randolph for several 
years, is now constructing a year round home near the sight of 
his summer cottage on Hodgdon Hill. 
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Mr. Bliss Woodruff has completed a very modern summer 
home on Randolph Hill just off the High Acres road. 


Mr. Henry Danbeck’s new home is located just west of 
Bowman near the Veterans’ Club. 


On the valley road just east of the Jefferson Town line is the 
new home of Mr. Aubrey Graves and family. The Graves family 
are year round residents of Randolph. 


On behalf of the Town we wish to welcome these new year 
round and summer residents to Randolph. 


At last year’s Town Meeting, the sum of $4,000.00 was appro- 
priated for the Town’s share in the construction of a concrete 
bridge over Moose River west of the Ravine House. We are 
pleased to report that the bridge was completed in the fall at a 
price less than the estimated cost. It is a substantial structure 
and should last for many years. 


In this year’s warrant there are 3 new articles for your consid- 
eration: 


Article No. 23, if acted upon favorably, would make it possible 
for more people to know of Randolph’s attractions and facilities 
for summer visitors. For anyone familiar with newspaper adver- 
tising the advantages of such a plan are quite obvious. Such 
cooperation between private enterprises and resort town have 
given good results in many other localities. 


This program of newspaper advertising would in no way con- 
flict with the program of regional advertising to be voted upon in 
Article No. 12. 


It has long been felt by some of us that the Town’s only 
swimming pool should afford adequate protection for those who 
participate in this popular sport. Article No. 24 provides for the 
employment of a life guard who will be on duty during the 
greatest part of the swimming season. 


Most everyone agrees that some sort of change in Highway, 
U. S. No. 2 through town would be desirable. Article No. 25 does 
not suggest the actual changes to be made if voted favorably by 
the Town, it merely conveys to the State Highway officials that 
the people of Randolph desire that present unsatisfactory con- 
ditions be remedied in the near future. 

Once again we have attempted to explain somewhat more in 
detail a few of the articles found in the Town Warrant and to 
report on action taken at last year’s Town Meeting.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest Fires—Our Most Shameful Waste 


Everyone apparently fears fires but too many are careless 
with it. This is particularly true of fires in and near woodlands. 
Official figures show that more than 98 percent of all forest fires 
result from human carelessness and can be prevented. Conse- 
quently, we may say “Forest Fires are our most shameful waste.” 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their effects far 
reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products of the forests, the 
protection forests provide for game and the supply of ground 
water. They upset local economies by drawing men from gainful 
employment and requiring the expenditure of public funds to 
extinguish them. 


Our forest fire organization is doing a good job in keeping the 
size of fires small but the number of fires is increasing. In 1949 
there were 100 more fires in New Hampshire than in 1948, but 
they burned 500 acres less. For the warden and his deputies to 
do the job they are capable of, they must have the cooperation 
of the public—YOU! 


The primary objective of all fire fighters is PREVENTION 
—fire stoppage. This is the goal toward which your local forest 
fire warden and his deputies are constantly working. It can be 
achieved ONLY if YOU and YOU and YOU cooperate with 
them. It is worth YOUR effort and can be accomplished by: 

(1) Being careful with fire in or near woodland, being parti- 

cularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 

(2) Securing the required written permit from the warden 

when the ground is not covered with snow. 

(3) Insisting that others be careful and comply with burning 

requirements. 

(4) Calling the warden promptly when fire is detected and 

aiding him to extinguish it. 

Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and eliminate our most 
shameful waste.
